Some Americans keep earnings

WASHINGTON It's still possible to 
make a lot of immcy witiiuul sharing it with 
Uncle Sam. 

The Internal Revenue Service says 779 
couples and individuals reported earning 
more than S200.000 on returns filed in 
1990 and paid no federal income tax. They 
earned S340 million, an average of 
S436.000 apiece. 

The number of high-income non-taxpay- 
ers almost doubled from 397 a year earlier 
and was the highc.st since the IRS began 
publi.shing the report.s on orders of 
Congress in 1977. But they still represented 
only about 1 of every 1,000 filers at that in- 
come level.' 


"Tlie number of ail returns — taxable 
and non-taxable — witii incomes of 
S200.000 or more has risen substantially, 
(but) the percentage of non-taxable reiunis 
has not changed as significantly." the IRS 
concluded. 

The report showed an additional 8,020 
over-$20().000 earners paid less titan 5 per- 
cent of their income in tax; 15.246 paid be- 
iwebn 5 percent and 10 pereeiii. More titan 
half those who earned more than S200.000 
paid less than 25 percent. 

Tlie IRS said 1,817 couples and individu- 
als managed to cam between SI 00.000 and 

5200.000 without paying taxes. An addi- 
tional 21.920 had incomes between 

550.000 and SIOO.OOO and zero tax liabili- 
ty. 


The big tax bill making its way through 
Congress apparently would do nothing to 
bring the 779 onto the lax rolls. 

The measure, designed to reduce ih'e 
budget deficit, would increase the top lux 
rates on high enmer,s..raising the tax burden 
on the average iTver-S200.000-a-year filer 
by about $25,000. But those who use legal 
deductions and credits to wipe out llicir tax 
liability would not be touched by those 
higlier rates. 

"Only ill the wrong direction" would the 
bill change the number of non-taxpayers. 
Robert McIntyre, director of Citizens for 
Tax Justice, a labor-financed research 
group, said Tuesday. The number could be 
increased, he said, by provisions affecting

Tlie president spoke at a news confer- 
ence with Argentine President Carlos Men- 
em shortly after tlie Pentagon disclosed that 
a U.S. jet fired a missile at an Iraqi anti-air- ; 
craft artillery site, The I’etitagon .said the • 
Iraqis had liirgeied their radar on the U.S. 
plane, a possible prelude to firing., 

' ■ 'CHiiloti noted there have been .similaroc- • 
eurrenccs in the pa.st. "1 wouldn't read too 
much into it." he said. 

The president said standard rules of cn- 
gagemeiil authorize U.S. pilots in the re- 
gion to tire at radar sites if the planes are 
targeted. 

The missile attack occurred in southern 
Iraq wiicti an F-4G Wild Weasel, one of 
two Air Force aircraft patrolling the .souih- 
ern "no-fly" zone, was targeted by Iraqi 
radar, the I’entagon .said, 

Tlie U.S. jet immediately fired an anti- 
radar missile at the Iraqi installation, and 
bolli aircraft rctimied to ba.se safely. 

There was speculation that the F-4G may 
have been one from the Idaho Air National 
Guard, which has several plane.s and per- 
sonnel in the Persian Gulf area currently. 

There was no confirmation from Air 
Force or National Guard sources.

But 
D’Ainnto .said that she told him that there 
were "law enforcement” reasons for not 
proceeding and that, contrary to some re- 
ports, there wti.s no dissension among fed- 
eral agencies on the matter.

Bacteria victim, 10, goes 
home after beating coma

SEATTLE — In January, I()-year*old 
Briannc Kincr ate a huriiburger at u fast- 
food restaurant and went into a coma for 
40 days.. 

On Tuesday, the young victim of a 
bacterial outbreak that killed three chil- 
dren walked out of the hospital. 

At one point during her ordCul, doctors 
at Seattle’s Children’s Ho.spiial thought 
Brianne wouldn’t survive. 

"I'm fine, 1 feel fine now,” she whisr> 
pered to reporters Tuesday. ‘Tm looking 
fonvard to my mom’s cooking. People 
have to be careful what they cat.” 

She lost her large intestine and suf* 
-fered permaneuUivec-and-kidncy-dani-- 
age. Her pancreas was damaged. Her 
skin was darkened by liver problems. 
Her vocal cords were damaged by a ven- 
tilator tube (hat helped her breathe while 
she was in a coma. 

But doctors arc optimistic that she will 
be able to lead a nnnnal life. "She’s had 
a miraculous recovery," Dr. David Tap- 
per said. 

Briannc was hospitalized Jan. 13 and 
opened her eyes on Feb. 24. On Tuesday, 
she' left the hospital clutching a fluffy 
white bear about Iter size and returned to 
her home in suhurharrRcdmondr’

Drille;rs reach bottom 
of ice 2 mili§s down 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Re- 
searchers drilling through the 
Greenland ice sheet reached a 
record depth of 10,021 feet Tues- 
day and have encountered a rock 
that may mark the base of almost 
two miles of ice. 

The National Science Founda- 
tion said the researchers have 
biren drilling for five years and 
have how extracted an ice core 
that was deposited over some 
250.000 years. 

Lynn Simarski. an NSF 
spokc.swoman, s.nid the record ice 
siuifl was drilled about 18 miles 
from an earlier effort by Euro- 
pean .scicnlisw that reached 9,934 
feel. 

Researchers at both sites re- 
ported encountering ice mixed 
with sill near the bottom of the 
drill shads. Simarski said that on 
Tuesday the drillers at the NSF 
site encountered a hard object, 
thought to be a rock. She said 
they planned to attempt to drill 
deeper u.sing a rock bit. 

Scientists arc studying the ice 
cores extracted from the two drill 


sites to learn about weather pat- 
terns over the centuries. Snow 
failing each season compresses to 
ice and creates layers that trap 
gases, chemicals and dust from 
the atmosphere. By studying 
these layers, scientists can team 
about climate changes, volcanic 
activity and atmospheric chem- 
istry. _ 

“The biggest surprise so for is 
that climate changes much more 
rapidly and frequently that we 
ever believed before," said Paul 
Mayewski, the chief scientist for 
the Grccniand Ice Sheet Project 
of the NSF. 

Pallcms in the ice show that the 
climate changed evciy few thou- 
sand years until the end of the 
last major icc age, about 15,000 
years ago. The climate wanned 
for 2,000 years, then went 
through a shorter period of tee 
and has been generally warmer 
ever since. 

Researchers also have found in 
more recent icc layers evidence 
of industrial-age chemicals, such 
as sulfate, nitrate and methane.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Clinton will nominate Reed E. 
Hundl. an antitnist lawyer who went 
to high school with Vice President 
Al Gore, to be chairman of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
the White House said Tuesday. 


Hundt, 45, was nominated for an 
FCC vacancy, but he will be desig- 
nated chairman upon confirmation 
by the Senate. 

Antitrust concerns arc a growing 
factor in the commission’s work 
with advances in communications.

American expert claims 
missiles hit Italian plane 


ROME (AP) — An Americttn 
expert said Tuesday he concluded 
that two air-to-air missiles hit an 
Italian jetliner that crashed myste- 
riously near the island ofUstica in 
I9W). killing all 81 people aboard, 
Robert Sewell, a former U.S. 
Navy missile expert who exam- 
ined the wreckage, said the first 
missile hit near where the right- 
wing joined the fuselage and the 
second just in front of the cockpit. 

The llavia DC-9 was on a flight 
from Bologna to Palermo when it 
went down in the Mediterranean 
near the island of Usticu on June 
27, 1980, Investigators have dis- 
agreed oVer the years about 
whether the plane was shot down 
or blown up by a terrorist, bomb. 

British experts who examined 
the wreckage reported last year 
that they found traces of explo- 
sives in the wreckage but no 
pieces of another object, leading 
them to believe the blast came 
from a bomb, not a missile.

New Zealand town bans known criminals 


BEIJING (AP) — Up to one-fifth 
of all Chinese who receive blood 
come down with hepatitis because of 
tainted transfusions, an official 
newspaper said Tuesday in an un- 
usually detailed report on China's 
blood banks. • 

Hepatitis is endemic in China.' 
Blood banks, desperate for dona- 
tions but spotty in their screening 
procedures, are being contamiriated 
by donors with the liver disease, ac- 
cording to the report in China Disas- 
ter Reduction News. 

The problem is so severe that one 
aging doctor ordered hospital staff 
not to give him a blood transfusion 
during surgery, tlic report said.

Soldiers have mixed emotions on Macedonia peacekeeping task 


BERLIN (AP) — The home base of the 
U.S. infantrymen bound for Macedonia is 
bustling. 

But it's not hard to find soldiers who grum- 
ble tliat they did not join the Army to become 
international policemen. 

■ At the motor pool, troop transports have a 
fresh coal of white paint and new U.N. letter- 
ing. Sgt. Maj. Richard A. Kidd, the Army's 
No. 1 sergeant, was called in to give a last- 
minute pep talk at the McNair Barracks. 

But Kidd faced the same anxious queslioas 
from the. 1,000 noncommissioned officers as 
he had from U.S. troops in other countries, 
from Somalia to Turkey. 


Soldiers complained of the difficulties of 
getting promoted in the leaner, post-CoId War 
Army. They wanted assurances that if they 
take early rctircmenfthcy’ll get a decent pen- 
sioo- 

Barely mentioned during Monday's meeting 
was the mission of a 300-man reinforced com- 
pany from the Berlin Brigade. In a matter of 
days, it will be off to Macedonia to prevent tlie 
spread of war from former Yugoslavia. 

“You got a lot of people that don't want to 
go," said Staff Sgt. Don Pitts, a 1 0-year veter^ 
on who said his Army tenure included chasing 
Bedouins in Iraq during the Gulf War. He wo.s 
not going to Macedonia. 


But Spc. Ralph Black, 22, welcomed peace- 
keeping duty. A blue U.N. patch had just been 
sewn onto his fatigues and he was taking them 
to the post cleaners to have them laundered. "I 
haven't seen any action. Tliai’s why I’m look- 
ing forward to it,” he said. 

Most soldiers billelcd at McNair are with 
the 502nd Infantry, whose Berlin battolion was 
trained in strcct-fi^iting for duty in die divid- 
ed city. When the Berlin Wall came down 3^ 
years ago, the Berlin Brigade's mission faded. 

For noW, it ha.s a new focus: Operation Able 
Sentry, the Macedonia peacekeeping mission 
announced by tlie Pentagon on Friday. 

As the first U.S. combat forces to .serve as 


peacekeepers in the region. Black and his 
comrades will join about 700 other U.N. 
troops, mostly Scandinavians, patrolling 
Macedonia’s border with Serbia. 

Many young soldiers walking the post's 
worn paths or returning from live-fire exercis- 
es with grease-paint camoufiage on their faces 
showed the gung-ho gusto of Black, a four- 
year veteran from Richmond, Va. 

Some opened barracks windows and urged 
comrades being interviewed on the sidewalk 
below not to criticize tlieir country. 

But among veterans like Pitts, a Berlin, Md., 
native, morale is wanting as troop cuts are in 
full .swing and early retirement is being en- 


couraged. Kidd could offer them little encour- 
agement. 

Tlie Army is down to 585,000 personnel, 
from 780,000 during the Gulf War, and is ex- 
pected to cut 8,000 more in the coming year, 
said Kidd’s spokesman. Master Sgt. Jaime 
Cavju'.os. 

For .some, peacekeeping in the Balkans was 
not what they had in mind when they enlisted. 

Spc. Christopher Seeley, 21, of Virginia 
Beach, Va., said he was upset by the bnitai 
treatment of civilians in Bosnia but was not 
sure the U.S. military should get involved in a 
conflict he did not think endangered U.S. se- 
curity. 


Question of whether to rebuild Prussian palace divides Berliners 


BERLIN (AP) — It's either the re- 
turn of a cultural monument, or the 
“biggest plastic bag in Europe." 

It's a square block of scafToIding 
dra^ with painted panels to look like 
a Prussian paloce that was blown up by 
the East Germans in 1950, Berliners ore 
gaping at it and arguing about it. 

The controversy is not just about aes- 
thetics. It's about what the German 
capital will look like when the govern- 
ment moves to Berlin from Bonn. 


The former East German parliament 
building in Berlin's historic center is 
contaminated with asbestos and will be 
tom down. The mustard-colored palace 
replica that now stands in front of it 
shows that a version of the Prussian 
Stadischloss, or City Castle, could take 
its place on Mon-EngcIs Platz. 

Port of the site, at the eastern end of 
the classic boulevard Unter den Linden, 
is reserved for the Foreign Ministry. An

Goverment to Germans: 
Work more, receive less 


BONN, Germany (AP) — The gov- 
ernment moved to slash the cost of so- 
cial welfare programs Tuesday ond 
said it may dispense with sick days and 
end a bon on working Sundays to moke 
the German economy more competi- 
tive. 

The government hopes tliat by hold- 
ing down its deficit — estimated at $4 1 
billion this year — it can stimulate 
growth and lift Germany from its worst 
recession since World War U. 

But the proposal to cut social spend- 
ing is sure to produce a strong outcry, 
with even some members of the parties 
in the governing coalition likely to ob- 
ject. 

A cradlc-to-gravc social welfare pro- 
gram gives Germans plenty of cash 
when they arc unerhploycd, sick, 
study, have children, or — in the case 
of construction workers — lose a day 
of work because ir rains. 

The opposition Social Democrats 
say Germany should stimulate the 
economy to grow out of the reces.sion, 
rather than cut into long-cherished so- 


cial benefits. 

Assuming final Cabinet approval in 
July, the S13 billion budget savings 
plan announced Tuesday would go be- 
fore parliament in September. 

Earlier this week,- the government 
accepted Labor Minister Norbert 
Blum's proposal to finance health core 
for the chronically^iill by using money 
saved by stripping German workers of 
two paid sick ^ys a year. 

An allcmalivc proposal would elimi- 
nate two or three official holidays, pre- 
sumably boosting tax revenues from 
increased business activity. That idca is 
opposed by the heavily Roman 
Catholic state of Bavaria, which has 15 
official holidays, more than any other 
state. 

In addition. Blum wants to lepcal.a 
’law that prohibits most work on Sun- 
days and holidays, saying down time 
costs German businesses billions of 
dollars, 

Churches ' and unions, which 
achieved the day-of-rcst law la.st centu- 
ry, do not want to relinquish it..

The East Germans put one of the 
palace portals on the facade of their 
National Council building across the 
slrccl, where it still stands. On the 
palace site, they put up a parliament 
building with bronze-colored glass 
walls. The driving force for reconstruc- 
tion of the palace is Wilhelm von Bod- 
dicn, a mpnfacturcr of farm machinery, 
who said there should be exhibition 
space, restaurants and offices behind a 
rebuilt facade. 

“What was the center of Berlin for 
500 years belongs there agaih,” he .said. 









Cedras willing to step down, 
but Haiti talks still troubled 


NEW YORK (AP) — Haiti’s mili- 
tary leader is willing to step down but 
insists that other top militiiry officials 
remain, stalling the talks to restore 
democracy to Haiti, diplomats said 
Tuesday. 

The troubled talks entered their 
third day with Gen. Raoul Cedras still 
resisting demands that his senior staff 
step aside white ousted President 
Jcan-Bcrtrand Aristide returns to pow- 
er. 

Cedras toppled Aristide, Haiti's first 
democratically elected leader, in a 
coup Bi years ago. The two men have 
not met facc-lo-fiicc, but a spokesman 
for Cedras told reporters Tuesday that 
the general wants direct talks with 
Aristide. 

Diplomats, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the talks which nearly 
collapsed Monday still could break 
down because of Cedras’ insistence on 
a role for his general staff in any tran- 
sition and perhaps afterward. 


Aristide and U.N. mediator Dante 
Caputo have sought the resignation of 
top military leaders as a condition for 
Aristide’s return. 

The diplorhals said Ccdra.s also 
wants Port-au-Prince Police Chief . 
Joseph Michel Francois to resign so 
that he could not seize power. 

'The talks arc aimed at setting a dale 
for Aristide’s return, the removal of 
the senior military command, appoint- 
ment of a new prime minsitcr and de- 
ployment of an intcmatjonaLpolice 
force. 

On Monday, Ccdra.s had refused to 
step aside and then said he only would 
leave office if his colleagues were re- 
tained in their powerful military posi*. , 
tions. That stance nearly ruined the 
talks, but Cedras then made a conces- 
sion to allow the talks. to continue. ' 

The talks arc being held at Gover- 
nor’s Island in the East River because 
of security concerns about antr-Cedras 
Haitian demonstrators.

i-or Gov. Cecil Andrus, for envi- 
roninenial groups, and for tlioiisaiuls 
of concerned Idaiioans who have op- 
posed nuclear waste shipments to the 
Idaho National l-ngineering Labora- 
tory.

“Such callous di.srcgard for the le- 
gitimate concents raised on the behalf 
of the citizens of Idaho is exactly ihb 
type of conduct which tarnishes the 
image of federal government agen- 
cies in tltc eyes of the people.’’

Officials fear development 
would alter city’s character

BELLEVUE - Tlic town of Bellevue 
may experience its first growing pains 
since its inception. 

But city officials aren’t so sure they

••planned community” within a city 
known for its hodgepodge of building 
styles and lack of conformity. 

Developer Robert Glenn approached 
the city last week, seeking annexation of ■ 
1 78 acres southeast of town.

Spec'ulafoi'5'Win BU graiullil lu know 
what is going in next door, knowing tiial 
the harmony of the development will be 
maintained. Glenn said. 

Some expressed concern ttiiit''such a de- 
velopment' may change the character of 
the town that has been more liberal in its 
building practices and has offered more 
modestly priced homes in the fashion- 
able Wood River Valley. , 

“Are you .sure, upscale people are go- 
ing to want to come to Bellevue?” May- 
or Dennis Wright asked. 

Because Bellevue is not incorporated 
and remains the stale's sole charter city, 
the state Legislature must vote to allow 
the city to annex the land. 

If approved, the move would be the 
first annexation in Bellevue's history. 
Wright .said. In L928. the city de-an- 


nexeS some land, but nothing has ever 
been added in, iic said. 

Glenn said last week that cluster 
homes, or freestanding townhouscs. arc 
planned for one-third of the subdivision. 

These homes, averaging 1,100-1,350 
square feet on 6,000-square-fool lots 
will sell for between $80,000 to 
125,000. 

The homes are targeted for people 
who ean get Federal Housing Authority 
loans, enabling' lower income single 
• families the opportunity to buy a nice 
home. 

Last year, there were 75 FHA loan ap- 
plications in Blaine County, Glenn said. 

Homes in the middle income range 
will have regulations regarding building 
materials, height and design. Those in 
the higher income range, on 2 1/2- to 8- 
acrc lots, will be “architcciurally com- 
patible, "said Glenn. _

Salmon Tract to pay 
interest on flood verdict

TWIN FALLS - The group of 
landowners who won a $2 million judg- 
ment against the Salmon River Canal Co, 
earlier this year may gel nearly twice thai 
much money under a District Court ruling 
issued last week. 

In an order dated June 22, 5th District 
Judge William Hart ruled that tiie 
landowners were entitled to 12 percent in- 
terest to compensate them for damage 
done by flood waters nine years ago. 

Along with court costs and attorneys 
fees that Hart also awarded, the total 
judgment against the canal company may 
reach $4 million. 

The lawsuit against the canal company 
stemmed from May 1984 Hooding down- 
stream of the Salmon Falls Creek Reser- 
voir. Downstream landowners sueu tlie 
company, saying it could have prevented 
the flood damage if it had spilled water 
from the reservoir earlier during spring 


— 'ITTfii^triuretrded'iirJanua^mv 
when a jury found that the canal company 
was partly responsible for tlie flood dam- 
age. That verdict wn.s overturned by the 
Idaho Supreme Court two years Inter. 

In March of tliis year, a second jury 
found the canal company completely re- 
sponsible for the damage. Tlie down- 
streamers’ attorney, John C, Hepworth of 
Twin Falls, then filed a motion for what is 
called "prcjudgmeni interest,” 

Before Hart could rule on the motion, 
however, the canal company filed for fed- 
eral bankruptcy protection, putting a halt 


to all proceedings in state eourl. 

• On June 17. Bankruptcy Judge Jim 
Pappas cleared the way for 1 iart to rale on 
the interest issue, as well as on questions 
of court costs and attorneys’ fees. 

Hepworth said he and tlie other attor- 
neys for the downstreamers are still cal- 
culating the interest, costs and fees, but 
that tlie total judgment probably will be 
about $4 million.

Jack Griffith said the sediment has 
severely damaged the river’s trout 
popijluiion. 

'The Bureau of Reclamation and 
three stale agencies have pointed fin- 
gers al one anolher in trying lo deter- 
mine who W.1S responsible. 

Leaders from the four iigcncies.

Compensation insurance 
may be near for farm workers 


IDAHO FALLS (z\P) — llicre soon may lx; an end to

by workcfs conipeasalioa 

Worker advocates liavc been fighting for yean; to re- 
move a .slate exeriipiiori tliat excludes agricultural work- 
ers from workers comp wlien they’re injured on the Job. 
They seem to he making some iicadway. 

During the 1993 session. Rep. Wally Wright, D- 
Bayview. ininxluccd a bill repealing the exemption. Lew 
Rodriguez, formerly with tlw Idaho Migrant Council in 
ld.iho Ralls, thinks it’s the first time .such a bill ha.s' been 
primed in 20 yeats. 

Tlic legislation didn’t make out of coiiimitice. It was 
sent to a summer ad Ikk commillee hxiking at workers 
compen-atiun. It's certain to Ik- back in the ne.xl legisla- 
tive session. 

Idaho and a few other states c.xempi farmworkers 
from workers compensation coverage, which pays for 
medical care, hospitalization, rehabilitation and lost 
wages for work-related injuries. 

Most Idaho fanners carry liability jxilicies with some 
medical coverage for workers. Usually tlic coverage is 
limited to $2.0(H) to $2S.(XX). 

Workers injured on the job usually have to pay their 


own medical hills, One recourse is to sue the farmer. 
'Hial’s not realistic for most agriculture workers, who of- 
ten have family members working on the fann or hope 
lo return to work when they’re well. 

“Tliey’re left high and dry and have to rely on their 
family." .siiiil Jim Daugheny. attorney with Idaho Legal 
Aid in Idaho Falls. 

i»roviding workers compensation coverage will cost 
fanners more, Tlial iy[K* of insurance usually costs at 
least twice as much as liability policies, said Clierio Me- 
Oindlc.ss. wJio works on lalwr issues for the Idaho Farm 
Bureau, which repre.scni.s about 30.000 farmers. 

But not having workers* compen-salion for fannwork- 
ers costs the state and the counties, say those fighting to 
repeal the exemption. Injured workers often end up on 
cminiy or slate indigent rolls. 

"Someone ends up payirig." said Maria Nava, a work- 
er advocate for tlic Dcpanmeiiiof Employment in Boi.se. 

It’s only fair that farmers share the burden of workers 
compensation that small businesses already shoulder,

Christiania waitress 
takes service personally 

At Ketchum eatery, long-time waitress considers 
_ co-workers as family, customers as king ,

KETCHUM - In a resort town* 
where restaurants arc as inconsuint as 
the weather, The Christiania on Sun 
Valley Road has been a mainstay of 
quality dining since 1959. 

In a profession noted for its rapid 
turnover,. Jerry Ann Heaney has 
worked as n waitress at Tlic'Chrisiia- 
nia for a quarter of-a century - and 
she’s not alone. Tlircc other waitress- 
es at the restaurant have worked the 
same tables from 1 8 to 29 years, 
» 4 T"Wc rdalizc wc really have some- 
^ling gobd here," Heaney explained 
with a warm smile. She praised the 


restaurant’s management, its commit- 
ment to quality food and seiricc and 
the teamwork of the entire sialT from 
the mailre d’ to the dishwashers. 

Raised in Pocatello and enrolled in 
classes at Idaho State University, 
Heaney came to Sun Valley during 
the summer of 1962 fully intending to 
return to college in the full. But, like 
so many others smitten with the re- 
sort’s natural beauty and amenities, 
she stayed and made Sun Valley her 
home. 

Early on, Heaney worked for the 
Sun Valley Co. Then, in 1968, she ac- 
cepted the invitation of Christiania’s 
part-owner Don Siegel, to go to work 
“in town” (Ketchum). 


"That was a big nioln'ehtrm”aking~' 
my break from Sun Valley,” she ex- 
plained. "Back then, you worked for 
Sim Valley unless you couldn’t get on 
there.” 

Today, lliere are 5 1 restaurants in 
Ketchum-Sun Valley area competing 
for the resort’s dining dollars, and 
many are after the same high-end 
clientele. All of the restaurants and 
their employees arc earning much less 
than they were 10 years ago because 
of the competition, according to 
Heaney.-

‘Tm playing as good tennis us 1 ever 
have in my career," she said in all serious- 
ness moments nftcr cavorting on Centre 
Court as smoothly u.s she did in her first ti- 
tle run a dozen years ago, "It's just hard to 
get out of bed in the morning, but once 1 
get going I'm OK. 

“I beat Monica, who was No. 1 in the 
world, three months ago, and she was play- 
ing well. So I think you should give me 
credit rather than take it away from the rest 
of the women. I'm just playing good tennis, 
period. Forget my age; it doe.sn*t count." 

She's been more than 6 k so far, winning 
every set while dropping a mere 16 games 
in five matches. Only once before did she 
have an easier path to the semis, yielding 
15 games in the first five matche.s in 1987 
before going on to the title, 

Top-seeded Steffi Graf. Navratilova's 
likely opponent in the final, is winning 
rather efficiently, too. ns she goes for a fifih 
title, On Tuesday. Graf got through her 
toughest match, beating Jennifer Capriati 7- 
6 (7-3), 6-1. 

Navratilova and Graf each have 7-0 
records against their semifinal opponents 
Thursday. Navratilova, seeded No. 2, will 
play No. 8 Jana Novotna, who upset No. 4 
Gabrielu Sabatini 6-4, 6-3. Graf plays No. 6 
Conchita Martinez, a 6-1, 6-4 winner over 
No. 15 Helena Sukova. 

Martinez is the first Spanish woman to 
reach the Wimbledon semifinals since Lili 
de Alvarez in 1928, 

In this lOOth Ladies Championship. 
Navratilova not only is winning her match- 
es easily but also is acting playful on the 
court before fans who have come to like 
her as well as respect her. 

No one knows Centre Court as site docs 
— every nuance of the way it plays in dif- 
ferent weather and on different days — and 
no one reveres it more. 

Zvereva, 22. played well but looked lost 
’ out there against Navratilova, who sprinted 
along the net without regard for the right 
ankle she sprained in early Marcli playing, 
of all things; basketball.

covered afier World War II. 

LuMoiia was a leading contender 
for the middleweight title, one of the 
divisions controlled by the mob.

aged by Palermo. On Nov, 14, 1947, 
LaMolta followed orders and was 
slopped in the fourth round by' Fox 
in a fight (hat was investigated al- 
most as soon as it was over.

RALEIGH. N.C. (AP) — Dick Sheridan, citing 
hcaiui problems ami aumiiiing the reLtiu death of 
close friend and former bo.ss Jim Valvano.affcct- 
cd his decision, resigned Tue.sday as football 
coach at North Carolina Stale.

Valvano led the Wolfpack to an NCAA bxskcl- 
ball championship in 1983 and Sheridan was 
hired as football coach in 1985. Valvano became 
athletic director the next year and served in that, 
position until 1989. Tlic two had clo.se personal 
and busines.s relationships.

Auburn gets its day in court today 


AUdURN, Ala. (AP) — Auburn’s 
football program gets il.s day in court 
before the NCAA Wednesday, more 
than l)i years after fonner player Eric 
Ramsey went public with his play-for- 
pay allegations. 

The NCAA’s infractions committee 
is set to review nine charges of major 
rules violations leveled against Auburn 
by NCAA investigators. The hearing in 
Kansas City, Mo., could lost one or two 
days. 

The sanctioning body will leave it to 
the university to announce the decision 
once a mling is made. Auburn officials 
are optimistic a vgrdict will be in before 
foott^l season opens Sept. 2. 

A mling against Auburn coflld result 
in at least two years of probation; rc- 
cmiting limits and no television or bowl 
appearances for a year. NCAA ofticials 
have said. 

A Birminghom attorney who has 
worked with Ramsey since the charges 
become public said the cx-player could 


testify before the infraction.s panel. For- 
mer coach Pat Dye, who re.signcd in tltc 
wake of die NCAA charge.s, also i.s ex- 
pected to be present. 

Ramsey’s lawyer, Donald Watkins, 
said the cofjimitlcc could loom a lot by 
listening to tapes dut Ramsey recorded 
secretly to back up his cIoim.s of getting 
cosh and other improper bciKfiLs while 
he played at Auburn under Dye. 

Watkias said he let Auburn officials 
hear the tape.s for the first lime last 
month at the request of the NCAA. 
Auburn hired on audio specialist to au- 
thenticate the recordings, he said, and 
the panel should listen to the iapc.s. 

“Lawyers have a way of polishing 
and spit-shining a product to make it 
most favorable to your client,” he said. 
"It’s another thing to sit anil listen to 
voices, tone, Ihc ebb and flow of con- 
versations.’’ 

Auburn President William V. Muse 
acknowledged Monday that the school 
had hired an expert "to review the 


tapes, and wc do liavc hu as-scssmcnl.’’ 
He would not comment on the tapes' 
validity, which had been aiLickcd by 
Dye’s attorney and the school’s loyal- 
isLs. 

Muse said Ramsey’s presence at tin: 
hearing would not have any crfeci on 
Auburn '.s dcfcn.se. 

"Whut wc'vc attempted to do is take 
each allegation and do a complete and 
cxhuiislivc investigation of that," Muse 
said. "In each of llwsc cases wc'rc prc-' 
senting to the NCAA Ihc results of the 
investigations." 

Last November. Ilic NCAA accased 
Auburn of rules violations that nuitclKd 
claims Rarascy Had bcch making pub- 
licly for months through the media and 
his attorney. 

Among other things, the fonner play- 
er said former assisUini coaches Steve 
Dennis and La^ Blakcney. former rc- 
cmiting coordinator Frank Young and 
boosters gave him cash and other pro- 
hibited benefits.

72-unit condo complex 
planned for Schweitzer 

SANDI’OINT — Construction is ex- 
pected to start next summer on a $10 mil- 
lion to SIX million lodging and retail de- 
velopment at Sdnveilzer Mountain Resort 
near Sandpoint.

Tile group, most of whose members are 
small businesses, has been sharply critical 
of some of the president's likely heallii re- 
forms, especially any move to rciiiiire that 
all employers provide insurance for their 
workers. 

Clinton's advisers say the plan is likely 
to impose eitiiera payroll lax ora Hat. per- 
persoii charge on employers — or some 
mix of lire Iwo — to help llnanee workers’ 
health coverage. 

'fhe plan, once scheduled lo come out in 
May. now is expected lo be released in 
September. 

In his speech lo the federation. Clinton 
sought to reassure small businesses about 
the likely impact of his plan wliile llaily 
stating that employers will have to pay 
something for their workers' health cover- 
age.

Ailments can mean money in research game

SALT LAKE CITY -• Anxious',’ De- 
pressed'.* Asthmatic'.’ What’s really behind 
tlu).>ie ads calling for volimiucrs wjili ail- 
ments ranging from fungus of ilie great toe 
to leaking urine'.' 

Strange as they sound, tliu odd newspa- 
per and TV ads may be the must rulinble 
way to recruit subjects for medical rc- 
scamli. 

"Sume are pretty strange to the lay per- 
son," .said John Dwan, spokesman for the 
Univehiity of Utah Health Sciences Center, 
whose rc.searchers place some of the ads. 


"But it's just a pnictieal fact of life.” he 
.said, "You can't just walk down the street 
and-llnd these people." 

Rcsearcliurs and drug companies need 
patients on which to try iliuir latest cures. 
Sometimes, they're wiliiitg to pay for 
them.' 

Some are funded privately by drug eoin- 
panics that pour big bucks into studies 
dune by contracted doctors who seem to 
double as businessmen. Occasionnily. 
would-be subjects volunteer only for the 
money •- until they llnd out what's ex- 
pected of them. 

Avaricious volunteers might be quickly 


discouraged by batteries ufbloud tests, rc- 
qiiirement.H of having lo keep a diary or re- 
peated visits lo the doeiurs. Not lu mention 
possible sideelfeets, 

Besides, the tests don't pay that much. A 
simple study for hay fever, for example, 
might bring in S15U, A more complieated 
series of ie.si.s, requiring luispitalizaiion and 
roiiml-ihe-eloek blood tests, might net sev- 
eral hundred dollars. 

"I'm sure there are people who would do 
these for the money" said Dr. Ed Bronsky. 
a physician associated with AAAA Medi- 
cal Group, "It's a Hue line, If you pay peo- 
ple loo imieh. they might not want tu tell 


you things bedause they don't want to .stop 
the study." 

The payoff, he said, comes when they 
gel a complete physical and the chance to 
try the "medications of the future." 

And Bronsky said ruseurchers aren’t 
fooled for long: Physicians require proof 
that somebody really suffers from some 
malady before enrolling them, 

"They pretty much have to have what 
we can prove," he said, "This is not a lly- 
by-nighl thing," 

Some of the researchers pay nothing at 
all.
